The Department of Environmental Quality (DEQ) seeks written and ord comments from interested
persons on the development of a Total Maximum Daily Load (TMDL) for Back Creek. Back Creek is
identified in Virginia’s 1998 303(d) TMDL Priority List and Report asimpaired due to violations of the
State's water quality standard for bacteria. The 2002 303(d) List added an impairment due to violations
of the State’ swater qudity standard for the Generd Standard (Benthic). The Back Creek segment is
located in Pulaski County. The impairment is gpproximatey 16.37 milesin length and beginsamile
above the Route 636 bridge and ends at the confluence with the New River.

' 303(d) of the Clean Water Act and ' 62.1-44.19:7.C of the Code of Virginia, require DEQ to develop
TMDLsfor pollutants responsible for each impaired weater contained in Virginia’'s 303(d) TMDL
Priority List and Report.

Thefirg public meeting on the development of the Back Creek TMDL will be held on Tuesday,
September 23, 2003, a 7:00 p.m. at the Dublin Town Hal located at 101 Dublin Park Road in
Dublin, Virginia
